To Climb to Record Levels 


- A crush of students is expect- 
ed to drive Pittsfield’s public 
and parochial school  enroll- 
ments to a new record level by 
Monday. 

All but one of the schools will 
open tomorrow. The exception is 
the. spanking new St. Mark’s 
School, which will open with 


The total public and parochial 
enrollment hit a peak in 1963, 
when 15,012. attended first-day 
classes. This was-a huge in- 
crease over the 13,258 that had 
enrolled the year before. 

Last. year, the first-day total 
dropped to 14,910 because elem- 
entary public school enrollment 
was less than expected. 


High School Increase 


The most dramatic enrollment 
increase this year will be in the 
three public high school grades 
which may see 100 to 150 stu- 
dents more than last year. 


Already Crosby Junior High 
Principal Lawrence J. Murphy 
has estimated that 583 students 
will attend 10th grade classes at 
that school. Pittsfield High Prin- 
cipal Harold E. Hennessy has 
estimated that the students in 
his building will number about 
2,100. 


At a cost of $5,000, two new 
safety exits were installed in the 
basement of PHS, making the 
building safe, by state stan- 
dards, for 2,050 students, 

To take care of the overflow 
of 50, the School Committee has 
leased two classrooms from the 
Jewish Community Center. They 
will take care of 25 students 
apiece for homeroom and class- 
room purposes. 


Parochial Increase 


Aside from the opening of St. 
Mark’s School, the parochial 
schools will have another source 
adding to the total enrollment 
increase. Sacred Heart’ School 
will add a class of about 80 stu- 
dents tomorrow. The = school, 
which opened with three grades 
in 1962, now will have six 
grades. 

All of the parochial schools 
will have short ‘sessions this 
week. Students on all three days 
will be dismissed at noon. Full 
class days will start Monday.

This 
timetable wasn’t, as might be 
imagined, for the convenience 
of people who planned to take a 
train. In fine print appears this 
message, “For the government 
and information of employes 
only.” 


How To Run a Railroad 


On the back are printed 26 
“Regulations,” directed no 
doubt at the employes. Regula- 
tion No. 2 makes a sound and 
reasonable point: “‘The passen- 
ger trains will keep out of each 
other’s way.” This is considered 
second to the leading rule, ““No 
train must under any circum- 
stances leave a station before 
its time as specified in the time- 
table.” Rule 7 harps again on 
that still not entirely solved 
problem of railroading: “‘Extra 
and irregular trains will keep 
out of the way of all regular 
trains.’ The final rule later was 
summer up in the railway slo- 
gan of ‘‘Safety First.” It cau- 
tioned with capital letters, ““IN 
ALL CASES OF DOUBT, TAKE 
THE SAFE SIDE.“ 


Unhappily, the trains weren't 
always adept at keeping out of 
each other’s way, nor did they 
always take the safe side. 
Wrecks on the railroad were fre- 
quent and sensational.

HETHER you’re splashing through 

the waters of Onota or Pontoosuc 

lakes, volleying a tennis ball on the clay 

courts of Camp Merrill or quietly browsing 

through the beauty of Springside Park this 

summer, think of Vincent John Hebert. 
He’s given a lot of thought to you. 

For this balding, genial and dynamic 
47-year-old man, there’s no distinction 
between duty and relaxation; play is 
work and work is play. 

And that means all the more play for 
residents and tourists in Pittsfield, where 
Hebert is the energy-propelled super- 
intendent of the Department of Parks 
and Recreation. 

+ * °K * 

Hebert has firmly guided the Park De- 
partment along an uphill road for the 
past 15 years and with a minimum of 
fanfare. He has tangled with enormous 
problems, often working around the 
clock to face the frustrations inherent 
in the job of trying to preserve yet 
develop the city’s park land. 

Catering to tourist and native alike, 
he manages to inject perpetual verve 
into the task at hand, whether it’s 
answering questions about a band con- 
cert, checking the docks at the lakes, 
skirmishing with city officials over 
capital outlay funds for park develop- 
ment. 

“The gamut is great,’’ he says when 
speaking of his work. ‘‘You have to be 
everything from superintendent to night. 
watchman. Everything from a baseball 
coach to an engineer. This is not a 
routine job; you’re serving many per- 
sons, which means there are numerous 
opinions.”’ 

Hebert is the head around which the 


entire department pivots at a crazy. 


pace. (The number of year-round em- 
ployes—28—swells to 170 during the 
Summer months.) He splits his time fair- 
ly evenly between his office and the out- 
doors—the city’s 21 playgrounds and 
parks, the lakes~and softball and base- 
ball games ad infinitum. 

He praises his employes and the hun- 
dreds of volunteer workers who dedicate 
their time to park programs. ‘‘I try to 
give as much responsibility as I can to 
the supervisors,’’ he says, ‘‘and yet alert 
them to the fact that I’m always avail- 
able.’’

Hebert. and his staff faced what many 
considered an impossible task last April 
when, within a week, frost-filled Wah- 
conah Park had to be whipped into shape 
for the city’s return to organized base- 
ball—the opening game of the Pittsfield- 
Berkshire Red Sox. “It was a tremen- 
dous job,”’ Herbert recalls, ‘“‘but the boys 
did it.”” Hebert directed the application

of about three tons of LuSoil, a special 
dirt with high powers of absorption. 
The Park Department also maintains 
the turf and grandstands at Wahconah 
Park during the team’s 70 home games. 
Sometimes things get tough. When it 
rains at a big league ball park, for in- 
stance, an enormous tarpaulin is used 
to cover the entire infield; here the de- 
partment has to be content with a cou- 
ple of small canvases to throw over 
home plate and the pitcher’s mound. 


* * * # 


The Berkshires are synonymous with 
summer tourism and Hebert’s depart- — 
ment carries a large share of the local 
credit. ‘“‘Beaches are a main attraction 
for outsiders,’ he says, ‘“‘and we’re 
geared to serve from two to three thou- 
sand.” There also are picnic groves and 
outdoor fireplaces at both Pontoosuc and 
Onota lakes. 


Myriads of tulips, roses and annuals. 
provide continuous bloom at the 200- 
acre Springside Park, and there are two 
nature trails. But Hebert feels there 
“‘isn’t too much there to attract the non- 
resident.’’ He points out that the park’s 
long-range development plan includes a 
children’s zoo and golf course. The en- 
tire program would cost more than 
$300,000; in the last three years, Hebert 
has received only $22,484 for capital im- 
provements to city parks. | 


Also under Hebert’s jurisdiction are 
the many-faceted park and playground 
programs, the planting of flowers in 
strategic spots in Pittsfield; Wednesday 
night band concerts at Park Square and 
weekend ones at the lakes; the swim- 
ming and tennis instruction programs 
and the mid-summer Mardi Gras play- 
ground parade, a colorful and ingenious 
array of floats. Even visiting youngsters 
can participate in most of these activ- 
ities. 
Hebert, the Park Commission and su- 
pervisors also have the annual task of 
finding suitable _ summer personnel. 
There’s one interview he’ll never for- 
get: A woman was being screened for a 
position as lifeguard and was asked for 
her credentials; she stared blankly. ‘‘We 
then became aware of the fact that she 
couldn’t swim,’’ Hebert said. She told 
him, “I thought you just had to watch 
the children! ”’ 


Hebert and his wife, the former Pearl 
Berry of Livermore Falls, Maine, have 
four children of their own to watch: 
Roberta, 13; Craig, 14; Douglas, 16, and 
Gail, 18. They live in an _ eight-room 
apartment at the Park Department 
headquarters, 874 North St., ‘“‘which also 
makes me night watchman,’ Hebert 
says. . 

He is a native of Quincy, a graduate 
of Quincy High School and Kents Hill 
Preparatory School in Maine, where he 
played football, baseball and hockey. He 
received a bachelor of science degree 
from State Teachers College in Hyannis 
and a master’s degree at Columbia in 
health, education and recreation.

When he arrived in the sum- 
mer of 1963, he found he had to 
‘restructure the athletic pro- 
gram at each of his schools.

Some $111,000 in pay raises 
for uniformed members of the 
Police and Fire departments, 
nearly $48,000 more than Mayor 
Dillon favors, has been recom- 
mended by the City Council's 
Finance Committee. 


The proposal was made at a 
meéeting of the finance unit last 
night. Only the Police and Fire 
departments are included in the 
recommendation. 

‘Mayor Dillon said today he 
had no comment on the Council 
committee action. 


Three Proposals 


The latest recommendation 
brings to three the number of 
pay packages now under active 
consideration. 

The Salary Survey Commit- 
tee has called for pay hikes for 
all city department employes 
amounting to $155,000, while 
Mayor Dillon favors aggregate 
pay boosts of about $100,000, 
which includes a $4.50 weekly 
raise for: patrolmen and fire- 
fighters but larger increases for 
other personnel in these depart- 
ments. 

Under the Finance Committee 
recommendation patrolmen 
and firefighters will get a $9 
a week raise, the same as pro-

Other weekly raises will be $10 
for police sergeants and fire 
lieutenants. and captains, $11 for 
police captains and deputy fire 
chiefs, and $12 weekly increases 
for the chief of each depart- 
ment.

It was Burbank, who repeat- 
ed the recommendation of the

to 50 per cent of the water con- 
sumption is metered, mainly in- 
dustrial and commercial. 

He said meters are only logi- 
cal and fair. If universal me- 
tering is adopted, he said, the 
city will not need a new source 
of water until 1973. However, 
if the city continues on the pres- 
ent basis an additional source 
will be needed in three years 
or in 1968, 

Amory said that installing 
meters probably would save a 
million gallons of water a day. 
Installing meters would cost 
$750,000, or about the same as 
‘to develop a source that would 
provide a million gallons of 
water a day. Either way the city 
gets a million more gallons. 

But that is not the only reason 
for meters, he said.

Water Shortage 
Dramatized at 
Panel Discussion 


Visible dramatization of 
Pittsfield’s continuing water 
shortage was offered last 
night at a panel discussion at 
the Girls Club in the form of 
six ginger ale bottles. 

The six-pack container of 
ginger ale replaced the ftra- 
ditional pitcher of water on 
the table of panelists who 
were participating in a public 
meeting of the League of 
Women Voters of Central 
Berkshire and the Good Gov- 
ernment Association. 

Not only was the water 
missing but the ginger ale 
had to be drunk warm. Nat- 
urally no ice cubes were pro- 
vided either. 


Ground water, he explained, is 
“that water we don’t see.” It 
is the result of rainfall soaking 
into the ground as distinct from 
surface water that runs off into 
streams and fills reservoirs or 
pours into the seas. 

Speaking at a panel discussion 
concerning Pittsfield’s water 
shortage, Prof. John A. Mac- 
Fadyen, associate professor of 
geology, said: “There is no 
shortage of ground water im 
Berkshire County.

The panel discussion, held at 
the Girls Club, was sponsored 
by the League of Women Voters 
of Central Berkshires and the 
Good Government Association.

During the course of the meet- 
ing, Prof. MacFadyen was chal- 
lenged in his contention that sub- 
surface water sources had not 
been explored with any great 
vigor by remarks made by Wal-, 
ter Armory, representative of 
Metcalf & Eddy, Pittsfield’s con- 
sultants on water problems. 

Amory said that his firm is 
undertaking a study of measures 
that Pittsfield should take to find 
additional sources of water, in- 
cluding looking into underground 
sources. 

A preliminary report will be 
made to the city sometime late 
this month or early in February, 
he said. 

According to Amory, not only 
is his firm studying the possibili- 
ty of the city’s developing an- 
other upland surface supply but 
it is focusing also on ground 
water (underground) supplies. 


‘Grossly Overlooked’ 


‘‘“Ground water resources in 
the Pittsfield region have been 
grossly overlooked,’’ Amory said, 
and ‘‘we plan to give it a care- 
ful review.”’ 

Earlier Prof. MacFadyen em- 
phasized that the ground water 
reservoirs in Berkshire County 
are extensive and are not as sub- 
ject to fluctuation because of 
changes in climate as surface 
water. 

While ground water supplies 
are not “‘inexhaustible,’’ he said, 
‘the fact remains wells and un- 
derground water are supplies 
that should not be ignored.” 

There has been no amount of 
scientifie exploration for ground

money have to be spent digging 
wells to look for water. In fact, 
the development of an under- 
ground supply can be mapped 
out without putting a hole in 
the ground if “‘we use a little 
of the modern knowledge that 
has been accumulated.’’ 


Supplementary Supply 


Amory explained that while 
wells could provide an impor- 
tant supplementary supply, a 
surface source is likely to pro- 
vide a greater quantity of wa- 
ter. In the near future, Pitts- 
field will need another 10 mil- 
lion gallons of water a day. 

“T doubt if we will find that 
much ground water,’ Amory 
said. 

Among the surface sources be- 
ing considered, he said, are the 
branch of the Housatonic River 
in Peru, Ashmere Lake in Hins- 
dale or perhaps diverting water 
from Westfield Brook. 

On the basis of the cost of 
Cleveland Reservoir in 1949, 
Amory has estimated that a new 
reservoir would cost , $700,000, 
per million gallons of daily 
yield, Therefore a 10 million- 
gallon daily yield would cost 
some $7 million, 

Prof. MacFadyen said a well 
drilled in Williamstown pro- 
duces about a million gallons of 
water a day and cost between 
$50,000 and $60,000. Of course, 
there are costs connected with 
Operating pumping equipment. 

He said that the wells sunk 
in ‘‘uneonsolidated materials’”’ 
or gravel-packed wells general- 
ly have higher yields than wells 
drilled in rock. There is often a 
problem of hard water with sub- 
surface supplies, he warned. 
Overcoming this would require 
either diluting the hard water 
in a soft water supply or treat- 
ing the water, he said.

The City. Council reaffirmed 
last night its determination to 
build the proposed new high school 
on a site off Benedict Road. 

If the Council can work its will, 

the: site will consist of all 23 
acres ‘on Victory Hill owned by 
the Housing Authority as well as 
up to 30 acres‘ of adjacent land 
in Springside Park. 
However, the Council still is 
far from arriving at any concrete 
decisions on the site issue and a 
final solution is not yet within 
reach. 


Two Actions Taken 


After more than two hours of 
debate, the Council, meeting as 
the Committee of the Whole, 
voted to: 

Authorize the mayor to press 
for the abandonment of Victory 
Hill as a site’ for public housing 
and for the city to acquire the 
tract for a school. 

—Ask. the Park Commission to 
relinquish. its rights to the so- 
called Eagle Street. Realty Trust 
Co. acreage just north of Victory 
Hill so that it can be used in con- 
junction with Victory Hill. for 
school purposes. 

After the meeting, Dr. Robert 
Kirvin, chairman of the Park 
Commission said the commission 
will meet either Wednesday or 
Thursday night to act on the 
Council’s ‘request. 

The city solicitor has already 
ruled. that for the city to aequire 
the 30-acre Eagle Street Realty 
Trust land would require approval 
of the state legislature. The land 
was purchased for park purposes 
last. year from Lawrence K. and 
Donald B. Miller, both of whom 
have said repeatedly they will 
fight any attempt to use this land 
as a school site. 

At one time, the Council planned 
to use only a portion of the Vic- 
tory Hill site in conjunction with 
park land for a school site. How- 
ever, because of recent housing 
legislation coupled with protests 
against the Housing Authority’s 
plans for a low-income project on 
Victory Hill, the Authority is 
seriously considering dropping its 
plans for any housing on that 
parcel, thereby making the entire 
tract available to the city.

Since the Salary Survey Com- 
mittee submitted a report to 
Dillon last July the battle of 
city employe pay hikes has been 
raging. 

At that time the committee 
recommended pay increases to- 
taling some $155,000. A principal 
recommendation was that fire- 
men and patrolmen receive a two- 
step $9 a week boost in pay. 


The mayor sent a proposal to 
the Council, calling for a total

weekly raise for patrolmen and 
firemen.

Mayor Dillon. stood firm to- 
day, saying he would not ,ap- 
prove pay raises for policemen 
and firemen unless the City 
Council goes along with his en- 
tire pay proposal. 

At its meeting Tuesday night, 
the Council approved and sent 
to the mayor two measures that 
provide pay boosts for uni- 
formed members of the Police 
and Fire departments. 

The amended ordinances were 
on the mayor’s desk this morn- 
ing awaiting his- signature. How- 
ever, Dillon said he had no in- 
tention of affixing his signature 
to only two parts of his overall 
$105,800 pay package. 

Raises for Police and Fire de- 
partment personnel would. cost 
about $66,000 annually. 


‘I Mean It’ 


‘I don’t like these piecemeal

“Compromise P Pay Plan

The .City Council gave initial 
_ approval last night to a compro- 
mise municipal employe pay- 
‘package, ending months of bit- 
ter wrangling. 

Mayor Dillon said today that if 
the Council gives final approval 
to the plan he will'sign it. 

-He said that while he was dis- 
appointed all of his recommen- 
dations were not accepted, he 
was not surprised. The Council 
“has the right and privilege’ to 
make modifications, he said. 
“Tm glad the Council did re- 
solve something last night and 
will present it to me,” Dillon 
continued, ‘‘This pay issue can’t 
£0 on forever.”’ 

Final action on the measure 
should be taken at the Council’s 
regular meeting Tuesday, to be 
ready for Dillon’s signature on 
Wednesday. 


Scelsi, Bunt Opposed 


_The vote was 9 to 2 last night 
on the final pay plan with Coun- 
cilmen Joseph S. Scelsi and Wil- 
liam A. Bunt in the minority. 

The compromise, which re- 
sulted in a smaller increase for 
some department heads and no 
increase for others, was not 
easily reached and came only 
after a two-hour session in the 
office of the fire chief. 

By the time the final balloting 
took place, Mayor Dillon’s $105,- 
800 pay - package had been 
trimmed by more than $3,000. 

About halfway through the 
meeting, discussions reached an 
impasse. Council 
Remo Del Gallo called for a 
recess and during the 15-min- 
ute break the compromise was 
worked out as councilmen hud- 
dled and jockeyed with one an- 
other. 

The raises for policemen and 
firemen previously approved. by 
the Council but vetoed by the 
mayor in order to get action on 
a single package were again 
approved by the Council. These 
increases alone will cost some 
$66,000 a year. 

Also included in the police and 
fire raises were a full uniform 
allowance for the police, a $50- 
a - year allowance for plain- 
élothes police and provision for 
hiring two lieutenants and five 
more sergeants.

Although the Park Com- 
‘ mission has not reached a final 
decision, it appears to be op- 
posed to a controversial plan to 
build a highway through the 
middle of Springside Park. 
And Public Works Commis- 
sioner John F. Daniels, who fa- 
vors the plan, contends that the 
decision rests with: the Park’ 
Commission. 
The state Department of Pub- 
lic Works has proposed that a 


_ 24-foot wide highway be built 


though the park, running from 
Grove Street to North Street and 
Pontoosuc Avenue. 


Fears Expressed 


Those members of the Park 
Commission who were present 
last night expressed fears that 
such a new road would spoil 
the park by cutting it in half, 
There is a long-range plan for 
developing the park, Park Supt. 
Vincent J. Hebert said, and su- 
per highways would render that 
plan useless. 

The Park Commission is on 
record as favoring extending 
Springside Avenue through the 
southern perimeter of the park 
to connect the two sections of 
Springside Avenue that are now 
truncated by the park land, He- 
bert said. 

The plan to build a new road 
through the park is the state’s 
alternative to extending Spring- 
side Avenue, Daniels said. 

The city had asked for Chap- 
ter 90 funds for the Springside 
Avenue extension and was of- 
fered the new highway plan. in- 
stead, he explained. 


He said that the extension. of . 


Springside Avenue, would in all 
likelihood, be carried out if the 
Park Commission refused to. ap- 
prove the road which would split 
the park property. — 

‘No one would attempt to 
override the Park Commission, 
as far as I’m concerned,” Dan- 


\iels said.

He noted, however, that while 
surplus revenue is about $243.- 
000 higher than at year end in 
1963, part of the total ‘surplus 
revenue is offset by uncollected 
real estate and personal prop- 
erty taxes. Uncollected taxes 
amount to some $554,000, so that 
free cash is only $259,000; 

At year end, $398,715 in real 
estate taxes were owed for 1964, 
Norton said.

Under the ordinances, an em- 
ploye is entitled to one day of 
sick leave for every three weeks 
of service he performed in the 
preceding year. On that basis 
he can get up to 15 days’ sick 
leave a year, On the basis of a 
five-day week this amounts to a 
sick leave of three weeks. And 
an employe can parlay his sick 
leave allowance up to 90 days 
if he hasn’t used up his regular 
15-day allowance each year. 

The mayor said that before 
any specific proposals are made 
he wants to compare sick-leave 
experience in private employ- 
ment. He will also look into the 
controls over sick leave. Some 
personnel policies, he says, calls 
for some kind of medical evi- 
dence for sick leave. But the 
municipal policy leaves sick 
leave allowance to the discre- 
tion of the department head. 

The rising use of sick leave 
attracted the mayor’s attention 
last October when he issued a 
memorandum to all department 
heads noting that for the months 
of July and August: 1964, 5,912 
hours were lost because of sick 
leave.

Future Plans Call 
For Pop-Up Heads 
On Sprinklers 


LENOX — Efforts started in 
April to provide water for the 
lawns and gardens at Tangle- 
wood from sources other than 
the town water supply have 
proven highly successful,  ac- 
cording to James F. Kiley, su- 
perintendent of grounds. 

A pond measuring 125 by 90 
feet and some 12 to 14 feet deep 
has been dug between the Berk- 
shire Music Center grounds and 
Stockbridge Bowl. The _ pond, 
which is fed by two. springs, 
holds about 600,000 gallons and 
is not only full but overflowing 
through an eight-inch trough. 

Mr. Kiley estimates the green- 


ery requires about 200,000 gal- 
lons a week under normal con- 
ditions, so the 600,000 supply 
will be more than ample. He 
said more water will be used in 
the immediate future to make 
up fo rthe scarcity earlier this 
summer, but Mr. Kiley antici- 
pates no problems with the new 
supply,

pipe and 1,000 feet of three-inch

Mr. Kiley says an_ under- 
ground sprinkler system with 
pop-up heads will eventually be 
installed.

They 
were outfielders Paul (Pete} 
Jernigan, Chris Coletta and John 
Harmon, infielder Bob Grenda 
and catcher James Keagy, 


Jernigan and Coletta are the 
big names. among today’s 
signees. Jernigan, a 24-year-old 
from Lemon Grove, Calif., was 
hailed two years ago as one of 
the brightest prospects in the 
Boston Red Sox system. A right- 
handed batter, he divided the 
1964 season between - Seattle, 
Wash., of the Pacific Coast 
League and Albuquerque, N.M.., 
of the Texas League. He batted 


.243 at Seattle and .263 at Albu- 
querque. 

Coletta, a left-handed batter 
from West Warwick, R.I., hit 
.826 last season at Winston-Sal- 
em, N,. C., of the Carolina 
League. He had 32 doubles; 4 
triples, 6 homers, scored 89. runs 
and drove in 65. 

Harmon, a 5-foot-9 speedster 
from San Diego, Calif., batted 
.233 last summer at Reading, 
Pa,, of the Eastern. He had 18 
doubles, 3 triples and 3 homers. 
He batted in 39 runs. 

Grenda, a resident of Wilming- 
ton, Del., is regarded as a prom- 
ising infielder with some poten- 
tial at bat. He hit .279 last sea- 
son, his first in organized play,

Frederick A. Rubin, assistant 
executive director of the Asso- 
ciation of Business and Com- 
merce, said the agreement was 
reached this morning between 
Mrs. Bordon and the Red Sox 
president, J Oseph Buzas.
